This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR CORRECTED FILING RECEIPT" filed December 5, 
2003, requesting that the above-identified application be accorded a filing date of August 14, 
2003, rather than the presently accorded filing date of August 18, 2003, due to an interruption in 
the postal service. The request is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. 

The USPTO designated the interruption in the service of the USPS that occurred as a result of the 
power outage on Thursday, August 14, 2003, in the Northeast and Midwest United States as a 
postal service interruption and an emergency within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 21(a) and 37 CFR 
1 .6(e). On August 15, 2003, a notice was posted on the USPTO website which indicated that 
correspondence that would have been filed with the USPTO under 37 CFR 1.10 during the USPS 
service interruption, but which was not filed due to the USPS service interruption, should be 
promptly filed after the termination of the interruption with a statement that the correspondence 
would have been deposited with the USPS but for the designated interruption or emergency in 
"Express Mail" service.
